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Student  Conduct  Code  Reviewed 


When  Byu’s  summer  listing  of 
courses  came  out  this  year,  the 
booklet  contained  a misprint 
about  the  Code  of  Conduct  in 
effect  at  the  university. 

An  Honor  Code  which  was 
previously  in  operation  at  BYU 
and  which  is  no  longer  valid 
appeared  on  page  10  of  the 
Summer  Bulletin. 

As  a service  to  its  readers,  the 
DAILY  UNIVERSE  is  reprinting 
the  BYU  Code  of  Student 
Conduct  comppsed  by  a 
student-university  committee  and 
adopted  as  official  policy  May  21, 
1968: 

BYU  CODE  OF 
STUDENT  CONDUCT 

Expulsion  or  suspension  from 
the  University  or  any  lesser 
disciplinary  action  may  result 
from  the  commission  of  any  of 
the  following  offenses  or 
violations: 

1.  Failure  to  live  the  high  moral 
standards  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
including  observance  of  the  law  of 
chastity. 

2.  Dishonesty,  including 
cheating,  plagiarism,  or  knowingly 
furnishing  false  information  to  the 
university  or  other  constituted 
authority. 

3.  Forgery,  malicious 
destruction,  damage,  alteration  or 
misuse  of  university  documents, 
records  or  identification, 
including  library  materials. 

4.  Obstruction  or  disruption  of 
teaching,  research,  administration, 
disciplinary  procedures,  or  other 
university  activities,  including  its 
public  service  functions,  or  of 
other  authorized  activities  on 
university  premises. 

5.  Physical  abuse  of  any  person

on  university-owned  or  supervised 
property  or  at  university-spon- 
sored or  supervised  functions  or 
conduct  which  threatens  or 
endangers  the  health  or  safety  of 
such  person. 

6.  Theft  of  or  damage  to 
property  of  the  university 
facilities.  6,  Theft  of  or  damage 
to  property  of  the  university  or  of 
a member  of  the  university 
community  or  campus  visitors. 

7.  Unauthorized  entry  to  or  use 
of  university  facilities. 

8.  Vandalism,  stealing,  or 
kidnapping  committed  either  on 
or  off  campus. 

9.  Violation  of  university 
policies  or  regulations  concerning 
the  registration  and/or 
functioning  of  student 
organizations. 

10.  Use,  possession  or 
distribution  of  narcotic  or  other 
dangerous  drugs,  including  but 
not  liihited  to  |imphetamines, 
barbiturates,  hallucmogenic  drugs, 
marijuana  and  lysergic  acid 
diethylamide  (LSD)  except  as 
they  may  be  prescribed  by  a 
licensed,  practicing  physician. 

1 1 . Violation  of  rules  governing 
residence  in  University-owned 
housing  or  approved  off-campus 
housing. 

12.  Disorderly,  lewd,  indecent, 
obscene  or  otherwise  illegal  or 
immoral  conduct  or  expression  on 
or  off  campus. 

13.  Failure  to  comply  with 
directions  of  university  officials 
acting  in  performance  of  their 
duties. 

14.  Failure  to  adhere  to 
university  standards  of  dress. 

15.  Use  of  tea,  coffee,  alcoholic 

OLD 

HONOR  CODE 


The  BYU  Honor  Code 
contained  seven  less-specifically 
outlined  principles  for  behavior. 

The  seventh  article  of  the 
previous  code,  which  does  not 
appear  in  the  new  Code  of 
Student  Conduct,  is  “reporting 
any  violations  of  the  Honor  Code 
which  may  be  observed.” 

When  questioned  as  to  whether 
students  are  now  required  to 
report  violations,  Kenneth 
Lauritzen,  head  of  University 
Standards,  said,  “I  would  leave  it 
as  a matter  of  conscience  with 
most  problems,  but  there  are 
some  where  I think  it  would  be 
mandatory.” 

“Until  it  comes  to  my  attention 
it’s  fundamentally  a matter  of 
conscience  with  everybody.  But 
when  it  comes  to  may 
attention.  . . somebody  is 
concealing  information  of  a 
serious  nature,  then  it  is  certainly 
a matter  of  question  of  whether 
or  not  he  should  remain  at  BYU,” 
he  continued. 

A student  called  in  on  a report 
of  violating  the  Code  of  Conduct 
may  be  accompanied  by  his 
bishop  or  other  ecclesiastical 
officer  when  he  reports  to  the 
Standards  Office. 

After  a decision  has  been  made 
on  his  case,  if  he  disagrees  with 
the  judgment  made,  he  has  five 
days  to  ask  for  a hearing  with  the 
Student  Conduct  Appeals 
Committee  by  filing  a request  in 
writing  with  the  Office  of  the 
Assistant  Dean  of  students, 
beverages,  or  tobacco  in  any  form. 

The  president  of  the  University 
may  clarify  any  disciplinary 
policy  by  publishing  and 
announcing  such  clarification  to 
the  student  body.

elaborate,  efficient  record  is  kept 
of  each  of  the  facility’s 
subscriptions.  The  present 
periodical  records  system  is  in  the 
process  of  an  updating  and 
revision  which,  should  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  this 
summer. 

The  bibliography  section 
searches  new  titles,  checks  gifts 
against  the  catalog  to  prevent 
duplication,  and  reviews  each  new 
addition.  The  section  employs  a 
number  of  language  specialists 
who  review  and  catalog  foreign 
language  materials. 

Perhaps  the  two  most 
interesting,  far  reaching  sections 
of  the  Acquisition  Department  are 
the  exchange  publications  section, 
supervised  by  Paul  Jordan, 
assistant  acquisitions  librarian, 
and  the  collection  and  standing 
order  section,  the  most  publicized 
of  the  library’s  departments. 

Exchange  publications,  says 
Larsen,  is  responsible  for  the 
“interchange  of  research 
publications  with  scientific 
i n s t i t u tions,  scholarly  societies, 
museums,  and  other  universities 
throughout  the  world.”  This 
includes  all  traffic  in  scholarly 
journals,  reports  and  specialized 
research  publications.  The 


section’s  scope  is  broad,  reaching 
from  behind  the  Iron  Curtain, 
where  the  “BYU  Science 
Bulletin-Biological  Series,”  a 
publication  of  special  biological 
studies  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region,  is  in  great  demand,  to  the 
local  and  national  distribution  of 
“BYU  Studies.”  Other  important 
publications  which  fall  within  the 
responsibility  of  the  section 
include  the  “Great  Basin 
Naturalist.”

A new  NCAA  and  American 
record,  two  new  WAC  marks,  four 
new*  school  records,  and  a 
conference  championship  all 
reflect  the  king  of  track  and  field 
seasons  BYU  enjoyed  in  1969. 

Coach  Clarence  Robison  and 
the  Cougars  finally  wrote  a “finis” 
to  the  season  last  week  with 
seventh  place  honors  in  the  NCAA 
championships  at  Knoxville, 
Tenn. 

The  Cougars’  high  placement  in 
the  NCAA,  by  the  way,  marked 
the  sixth  time  in  the  last  six  years 
that  BYU  has  been  listed  among 
the  top  ten.  Previous  highs  were  a 
second  (1966),  a third  (1965), 
and  a pair  of  fourth  place  slots 
(1967,  1968). 

Although  the  season  is  officially 
over,  several  of  the  Cougars  will 
continue  to  perform  this  summer, 
but  in  colors  other  than  those  of 
BYU. 

One  of  the  most  sought-after 
members  of  the  squad  was  Ralph 
Mann,  the  Cougars’  handsome  6-4 
intermediate  hurdler  now 
competing  for  the  Southern 
California  Striders.  Mann,  a 
sophomore  from  Long  Beach, 
Calif.,  hurdled  his  way  into  the 
record  books  last  week  with  a 
49.6  clocking  at  Knoxville.  This 
ties  the  NCAA  and  American 
records  which  were  set  by  USC’s 
Rex  Cawley  in  1963. 

BYU’s  coaching  staff  has 
predicted  that  Mann  will  be  the 
school’s  first  world  record  holder 


in  track  and  field.  The  current 
world  mark  is  just  three-tenths  of 
a second  faster;  49.3,  set  by  South 
Africa’s  Gert  Potgieter  in  1960. 

Mann,  of  course,  also  set  new 
school  and  conference  records 
during  the  1969  campaign.  His 
50.4  effort  over  the  hurdles  in  the 
WAC  championships,  plus  his 
supreme  effort  in  winning  the 
mile-relay  at  Tempe,  helped 
power  the  Cougars  to  their  second 
conference  title. 

Another  Cougar  who  picked  up 
a gold  medal  at  Knoxville  was 
Pertti  Pousi,  who  captured  a first 
place  in  the  triple  jump.  It  was  the 
second  time  that  the  Finn  came 
away  with  an  NCAA  individual 
title.  He  captured  the  long  jump 
last  year  with  a 26  314  effort. 

Once  again  Pousi  was  near 
unbeatable  in  his  events.  His 
stiffest  competition  in  the  long 
jump,  it  should  be  noted,  came 
from  his  BYU  teammates. 

No  fewer  than  three  other  BYU 
long  jumpers  had  “bests”  of  over 
25  feet.  Senior  Jim  Blaisdell,  who 
competed  for  the  USA  team  in 
the  World  University  Games  in 
Italy,  had  a best  of  25-1 114  which 
set  a new  stadium  record  at  BYU. 
Finnish  freshman  Kari  Palmen  was 
credited  with  a 25-1014  best,  and 
senior  John  Robinson  had  a mark 
of  25-314. 

The  Bergeson  brothers 
continued  to  add  important 
point-power  and  depth  to  the 
Cougars  this  past  season.  Steve  set
